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Possibility of Spanish Gold Lying Off Coast of New England 


VALUE COULD BE 
OVER $200,000 


News of a possible fortune in 
Spanish gold that may be lay- 
ing off the coast of Maine- 
New Hampshire was reported 
recently. 


Four Airmen made the possi- 
ble discovery. They told this 
story: 


Last June two of the Airmen 
were skindiving when they came 
across a 400 pound anchor and 
several lengths of chain in five 
fathoms of water. 


They kept their find secret 
until they had figured out a 
method to bring the anchor to 
the surface. This required four 
men. 


The men took a large inner 
tube down to the bottom, hooked 
it onto the anchor and floated it 
to the top and the men brought 
it ashore. 


They said initial research in- 
dicates the hand forged wrought 
iron anchor was the type used 
on Spanish galleons. 


This find gave new life to the 
theory that a fortune in Spanish 
gold lies hidden under the At- 
lantic off the Maine-New Hamp- 
shire coast. 

In September 1959, a noted 
New England historian said he 
believed the remains of the 
Spanish vessel, Sagunto, still 
held a fortune in “pieces of 
eight”. 





He said the ship sank near | 
the Isle of Shoals 146 years | 


ago. These isles are located off 
the coast of Maine and New 
Hampshire.

since the ship sank (if it did) 
in 1815. 

Theory has it that the ship 
sank near the Isles of Shoals.

THE TWO CENT SERIES 


By Dennis Burkey 


In 1836 the country felt the 
need for a coin of the two cent 
denomination. 


The government toyed with 
the idea and issued a number of 





Two Cent pieces, but the coin | 


met with disapproval and was 
soon abandoned. 


Again in 1861 the need was 
present for this coin. As before 
the pattern was struck; but this 
time with the mottos, “God, 
Liberty, Law” and “Perpetual 
Union”. The years 1862 and 
1863 saw the mottos, “God Our 


Trust” and finally the adopted | 


motto, “In God We Trust’’. 


There was only one 
tional issue of the series, 
1863 with “In God We Trust”, 
as a large motto. 

Why the 1864 small 


was coined is not known. It has 
been assumed that the small 


transi- | 


the | 


motto | 





motto was the first to be issued 
in 1864, because the pattern 
coins all had a small motto. At 
the latter part of the year the 
Two Cent piece had a larger 
motto which it was to keep ur 
til its discontinuance. 


Being one of the short lived 
issues of American coinage, it 
lasted from 1864 until 1873. 


The Two Cent piece is a coin 
that provides much interest as 
far as the study of die varieties 
is concerned. There are seven- 
teen coins needed to complete a 
series, including the major die 
variations: 1864 small motto, 
large motto, large motto small 
date and large motto large date; 
1865—the five with a straight 
top, the five with the top point- 
ing up and the 1865 over 4; 
1866—one coin; 1867—a coin of 
regular dies and the piece with 
doubled arrows and motto; 1868 
—one coin; 1869—a coin of reg- 


| ular dies and the 1869 over 8; 


1870 to 1872—one coin of each 
date; 1873 — open and closed 
three. 


The set is not as expensive 
as one might think. With the 
exception of the 1873, which was 
struck as a collectors item, and 
made only in proof (a circulated 
piece is occasionally offered), 
the set can be put together at 
very little expense. 


This coin of interest was dis- 
continued in 1873, never to be 
coined again.

MONEY FACTS 
STORY OF A ROBBERY 


On Saturday, the 11th day of 
June, 1870, an uncounted pack- 
age of 2,000 new United States 
ten dollar notes was stolen from 
the division of issues, where it 
had been delivered from the di- 
vision of engraving and print- 
ing, to be counted and covered 
into the Treasury. 


Two strangers had for sever- 
al days been seen about the 


halls of the treasury building. |! 


On the day mentioned, the wife 
of a prominent resident of this 
city, with her young son and 
friends, were passing the long 
room, where the money packag- 
es were piled on a table to be 
counted. 


The lady and chief of the di- 
vision were well acquainted, 
and as she and her party came 
to the open door they recognized 
and greeted each other, she ad- 
vancing into the room. 


Now, the theory of the man- 
ner of the robbery is, that the 
two strangers were in the hall, 
watching for just such an op- 
portunity to act the part they 
had long been rehearsing. When 
the lady entered the room, one 
of the thieves forced himself be- 
tween the lady and her friends. 
This man immediately entered 
into conversation with Mr. Root, 
the chief of the division, mak- 
ing all manner of inquiries in 
regard to the manufacture, re- 
ceipt and counting of the notes, 
and the after disposition made 
of them. 


Mr. Root thought him a mem- 
ber of the ladies’ party, and was 
thrown completely off his 
guard. The lady in turn, from 
his apparently familiar manner, 
supposed him to be a friend of 
Mr. Root. 


The lady and her friends 
walked down the length of the 
room, passing all the counters, 
and passed out into the hall at 
the farthest door. 


The principal thief in the 
meantime held Mr. Root in con- 
versation, and gradually drew 
him to the table where) the mon- 
ey packages were piled up. 
Here he managed so to place 
Mr. Root as to make him a 
screen to cut off the view of a 
female clerk, whose duty it was 
to keep an eye on the money. 
Mr. Root’s body was between 
her and the money. 


At this moment the accom- 
plice came stealthily into the 
room through the same door, 
and threw himself in front of, 










and partially over the female 
messenger, Who was sitting oni 


by name, and although told that. 
there was no such person be- 
longing to that office, he insist- 
ed that there was, and he per- 
sisted in thus preventing the} 
messenger from seeing the mon- 
ey long enough for the principal 
thief to effect his purpose. 


The principal thief now di- 
verted Mr. Root’s attention by 
pointing to the party leaving) 
the room, and saying, ‘My’ 
friends are going, and I must 
go too’, and at this moment 
took the package with his left 
hand and thrust it under his. 
right arm. Thief No. 2 now qui- 
etly left the room by the same 
door through which he had en- 
tered. The packages of all the 
denominations of United States 
notes, when they come from the 
printing division, contain each 
two thousand notes. Each pack- 
age is just the length and 
breadth of a single note. and the 
2,000 notes make a package just 
over six inches high. 


The principal thief came into 
the room holding a large Pan- 
ama hat by the rim, with i 
lapel of his large sack-coat ove 
his right breast, and thus he 
continued to carry it until h 
left the room. The package w 
effectually hidden under his ha 
and coat. Packages of $20 note 
were lying side by side wit 
packages containing $10 notes 
but the thief, being obliged t 
keep his eyes upon Mr. Roo 
inadvertently took one of the 
lesser packages, because h 
could not look at them to tel 
the difference. 


Mr. Root followed his friend 
accompanied by the thief, wit 
the money, the whole length 0 
the room to the lowest door, ou 
of which the thief passed, wit 
thanks to Mr. Root for his kin 
attention to himself and his 
friends. 















The money was missed within 
the hour it was taken; but there’ 
was at that time no suspicion 
that it had been stolen. 


The theory then was that it 
had not been received from the

printing division, and all inves- 
tigations for that, and a part 
of the next day, were made un- 
der that supposition. 

In the after part of the fol- 
lowing day, which was Sunday, 
I learned for the first time, 
from the female messenger, that 
another person had been in the 
room, and of his strange con- 
duct toward her while there. 
The case now seemed plain 
enough. Mr. Root called on his 
lady visitor, and learned from 
her the facts as before related, 
and that she was inclined to de- 
nounce the stranger at the time 
for his rudeness to herself and 


her party, and that she was 
only deterred from doing so be- 
cause, from his manner, she 


supposed him to be a particular 
friend of Mr. Root. 

The scheme for the robbery 
had, no doubt, been planned 
and matured for some time be- 
fore, and only awaited a favor- 
able opportunity to accomplish 
it. The whole thing was most 
ingeniously planned and adroit- 
ly carried out. As soon as these 
facts became known, telegraphic 
messages were sent immediate- 
ly to other cities.
